Intimates of the Royal family said that King 
George repeatedly has expressed hope the first born 
will be a boy who in due course would become Prince 
of Wales and eventually King. 

One close friend quoted Princess Elizabeth as 
being quite indifferent to whether her child will be 
a boy or girl. 

“Tt's my baby and that’s all that matters. I'll 
love it just as much if it’s a girl,” she said. 

It was considered most likely that Elizabeth's 
baby would be born in Buckingham Palace. The only 
alternative would be the rented home of the Princess 
and her royal consort, the Duke of Edinburgh.

OTTAWA—There is at least 
one important exception to the 
general statement that the new 
income tax bill has reduced or 
removed the powers of minister- 
jal discretion that have been the 
subject of much complaint. Due 
to the government's insistence 
that section 126 could not be 
changed in its essential features, 
the threat of arbitrary action, in 
this instance, has actually been 
increased, 

Section 126 is almed at tax eva- 
sion, It replaces section 32A of 
the income war tax act which 
gave the government special 
powers during the war for con 
trolling people who were trying 
to escape their proper taxation 

Mr. Abbott, the minister of 
finance, took the position that 
only a small minority could be 
affected by this section. The gen- 
eral public, he claimed, could 
ignore it. He remembered the 
section being used only some- 
thing like four times since 1943 
In one case it prevented a tax 
evasion by an individual of $2 
million, He really based his de- 
fence on the technical incapacity 
of the government; for he argued 
that It was impossible to close 
all the loopholes in the law, and 
he therefore insisted on the gov- 
ernment having this unusual 
power for dealing with excep 
‘ional cases by special action of 
4 drastic kind, This section is 
unaffected by other provisions 
of the new statue, 


x~ *«* * 

Before summarizing section 
126, it should be pointed out Mr 
Abbott's case was stubbornly 
contested both in committee and 
in the House of Commons. The 


attack was led by Conservatives, 
Everyone agreed that tax evasion 
should be punished. But the 
method outlined in this section 
was sharply censured. It was 
shown that it could be used 
against all taxpayers, innocent or 
guilty, It suspended the rule of 
law and increased the danger of 
arbitrary action py the govern- 
ment against the individual citi- 
zen, It aggravated instead of 
removing the special controls es- 
tablished in the war. In the 
hands of some administrations it 
might be used with vindictive 
intent against many taxpayers. 

By section 126 the Treasury 
Board, which is a cabinet com- 
mittee meeting in secret under 
the chairmanship of the minis- 
ter of finance, is given far- 
reaching powers. If it decides 
that one of the main purposes 
of a transaction was the impro- 
per avoidance or reduction of 
taxes, the Treasury Board may 
deal with this problem by giv- 
ing “such directions as it con- 
siders appropriate,” 

These powers may be used not 
only under this act but going 
back for many years, and may

There is no appeal from the 


decision of the Treasury Board 
to the appeal board set up by 
the act. The only appeal is to the 
Exchequer Court, or, on a ques- 
tion of law, to the Supreme 
Court. The Exchequer Court has 
three duties, It may confirm the 
Treasury Board's decision. It 
may upset that decision, Or fin- 
ally, it may change the Treasury 
Board's finding, and refer the 
matter “back to the minister for 
collection, or re-assessment and 
collection.” 

In a new section of great sig- 
nificance, it is stated that “an 
avoidance or reduction of taxes 
may be regarded as improper for 
the purpose of this section al- 
though it is not Illegal.” That 
is, a taxpayer may be completely

office, It is, however, difficult for 
any government to give com- 
mitments relating to the use of 
arbitrary powers which would 
bind another government.” 

The Bar association concluded 
that section 126 “provides a 
shocking extension of discretion- 
ary power” upon a taxpayer's 
business “and upon otherwise 
legitimate and legal transactions 
which is far wider and far more 
dangerous than the cumulative 
effect of all the discretionary 
powers which have been elimin- 
ated.”

Editor, Bulletin—I am a reader 
of The Edmonton Bulletin since 
1892. As this is my first letter, I 
hope you will allow me space in 
your valuable paper, 

Reading the “boost” to the 
Social Credit government in last 
night's Bulletin, I could not resist 
letting the readers know how the 
Manning government can “boost” 
taxes.

What Was Mr. Gardiner 
Doing All the Time?

We had an idea that this com- 
ing Libéral convention in Aug- 
ust would be a sort of grand 


memorial service for Mr, Mack- 
enzie King, all directed towards 
a vindication of his policies and 
achievements, and tearful in its 
leave-taking of the man who had 
outlasted Walpole by months 
and weeks and hours, Guess we 
were wrong, For comes Mr 
“Jimmie” Gardiner, the man who 
would be his successor, to say 
that under Mr, King the Liberal 
party has been asleep.
